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JS APPROACHING the problem of 
cancer we are faced with the fact that 
although our knowledge concerning the 
disease is continually increasing, there 
occurs each year a progressively larger 
number of cancer deaths than ever be- 
fore. 


Official figures from the Bureau of 
Vital Statistics bring into bold relief 
this steadily mounting increase in can- 
cer deaths, year after year. At least 
235,000 Americans will die in 1956, 
and for every cancer death, it has been 
calculated by vital statisticians, there 
are annually five new cases. At the pres- 
ent time, one out of every five deaths is 
due to cancer, indicating that unless 
new basic and fundamental knowledge 
is obtained through pure and applied 
research in many and varied disci- 
plines, 24,000,000 people now living in 
the United States will die of cancer. 


Cancer now ranks second as the most 
important cause of death. As a killer it 
is exceeded only by cardio-vascular re- 
nal diseases, and if these latter diseases 
were computed as singular clinical en- 
tities, cancer leads all causes of death. 
The over-all world-wide cancer mortal- 
ity in 1954 was 10,000,000 victims. Ob- 
viously, cancer is the most pertinent 
and pressing public health problem 
confronting mankind. 


The cancer problem bristles with 
contradictions; there is hardly one ob- 
servation, fact or theory which has not 
been contradicted by some other obser- 
vation, fact or theory. The fundamentals 
of any science are logic and causality 
but im cancer science they are scarcely 
applied. 


Tens of millions of dollars have been 
poured into the bottomless well of can- 
cer research without an iota of practical 
application, namely because oncology 
(cancer science) up to the present time 
has been based on structural theories 
and other theories have been dismissed 





or ignored. For centuries the leading 
cancer authorities have claimed malig- 
nancy was a strictly local new growth 
based on cellular pathology, and were 
fascinated watching the cancer cell and 
forgot to view the body as a whole. 


Adherents of the local new-growth 
theory of cancer advocate surgery and 
radiation therapy but do not explain 
how disseminated malignant cells re- 
sponsible for cancer can be influenced 
by local modalities (surgery, X-ray or 
radium). These erroneous conclusions, 
interpretations and a wrong curative 
approach are self-explanatory for the 
vast number of post-operative and post- 
radiation recurrences in cancer patients. 


Thus orthodox medical science failed 
to recognize that some disordered me- 
tabolism, outside of the affected cell 
and organ, may be the common factor 
underlying all malignant tumors, en- 
abling the abnormal cancer cell to com- 
pete with and eventually outgrow its 
neighbors. 


For many years I have been studying 
the problem of the origin and treatment 
of cancer as a physician and experimen- 
ter. My own concept of malignant 
disease, based on personal observation, 
research and critical analysis of the 
world cancer literature leads me to ac- 
cept the premise that malignancy is a 
constitutional diathesis or systemic dis- 
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ease and the neoplasm or new-growth, 
a mere localization of the underlying 
humoral pathology. 


In view of these deductions there can 
be but one approach to the solution of 
the prevention and treatment of cancer 
— specifically systemic chemotherapy. 
We believe that cancer may be caused 
by an unbalance in the equilibrium of 
fundamental body chemistry and en. 
docellular metabolism. 


It seems probable that toxins from 
food, drugs, infections, etc. cause the 
mutation (structural and _ functional 
changes of cells) of somatic (body 
cells) into cancer cells. The resultant 
cancer is therefore a problem of meta- 
bolic disorder, due to internal nutri- 
tional, chemical and bacterial toxins. 


Cancer, as a result of a disorder of 
metabolism and disrupted body chem- 
istry is not of incurable nature. There 
is no disease incapable of spontaneous 
cure. Only — we have not yet discover- 
ed how it works. Many of the cancer 
cures with systemic chemotherapy can 
only be explained by detoxification and 
elimination of the toxins, and cancer- 
ogenic agents thus correcting a pervert- 
ed metabolism, restoring body chemis- 
try and normalizing physiology. 


For over 35 years Dr. Harry M. Hox- 
sey of Dallas, Texas, always an origin- 
al thinker and a rebel against blind 
orthodoxy, offered a new working hy- 
pothesis for the solution of the cancer 
problem and a unitary theory for the 
explanation of the cause and treatment 
of malignancy. 


His concept of the therapy of malig- 
nant neoplasia based on detoxification 
and elimination of toxins, correction of 
a perverted metabolism, restoration of 
body chemistry and physiological nor- 
malcy, plus the rationale and modus 
operandi of chemotherapeusis of can- 
cer have opened new vistas of thought 
and application to those afflicted with 
cancer. 


His marshalling of facts in the light 
of this conception and the remarkable 
end results of thousands of cancer pa- 
tients is impressive and intensely inter- 
esting. 


Perhaps, history is repeating itself. 
A hundred years ago our medical fore- 
bears were tantalizingly mystified and 
baffled with the nature of infection and 
it took the genius of Pasteur to break 
free and open up the new world of bae- 
teriology and virology. Dr. Harry M. 
Hoxsey today is the modern Pasteur of 
Oncology. He has given the world the 
key to and the mastery over neoplastic 


growth. 
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Eicst or nine years ago I was invit- 

ed by a Boston banker, member of 
the Economic Council and a Harvard 
graduate, to speak at a luncheon at his 
banking house. He also arranged for 
me to talk at a student meeting at Har- 
vard College that night. 


Once some 20 years ago I had the 
rather exciting experience of talking 
at a meeting where many of the audi- 
ence were communists. The reception 
there was more cordial than in the 
Harvard student meeting, where deri- 
sive, insulting questions and remarks 
followed the communist line. Next 
morning the Harvard Crimson, the stu- 
dent daily, contained an account of the 
meeting which was in the same vein as 
that of the hecklers the night before. 


This incident came back to me when 
I read the following statement in Dr. 
E. Merrill Root’s book, just published, 
“Collectivism on the Campus:” 


“President Nathan M. Pusey of Har- 
vard University, in a recent blast at 
critics of collectivism in American col- 
leges, declared that there is no present 
member of the Communist Party teach- 
ing at Harvard. Granting that he is 
right — though what college president 
can be certain about so subtle and se- 
cret a thing? — he is not facing the 
real issue. Even if there are no outright 
Communists on a faculty, the non-Com- 
munists often have been so ‘conditioned’ 
by the Communist minority of Ameri- 





can intellectuals, outside the college as 
well as inside, that they know not what 
they do.”

iQ NEED surprise no one that commu- 

nists have made American colleges 
and universities a prime target for in- 
filtration. For, contrary ‘to still wide- 
spread belief, communism is not a 
working-class movement — it is run by 
intellectuals. Lenin, Trotsky, Stalin 
and practically all other communist 
leaders have been intellectuals, skilled 
in manipulating the “proletariat.” 


There are few countries in western 
Europe that have in certain areas great- 
er poverty than Spain. Yet Spain is the 
only country in Europe that ever de- 
feated the communists, both in war and 
propaganda. 


So the communists go after our so- 
called higher institutions of learning. 
And they have made such prodigious 
headway — having started many years 
ago when few of our business and pro- 
fessional men dreamed there was any 
danger to America in communism — 
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that they now practically dominate 
nearly all our colleges and universities. 
You will find confirming evidence of 
this in Dr. Root’s “Collectivism on the 
Campus.” 


In these institutions there are respect- 
able numbers of professors that do not 
sympathize with communism, or even 
with socialism. But owing to the nerve 
and gall of those few who are steeped 
in the theories of communism, most of 
the dissenters find it prudent not to 
raise their voices. Indeed capable and 
competent men have been fired from 
faculties of institutions because they 
raised objection to communism. 


To say that this is important in the 
life of America is certainly an under- 
statement. Unless the sober minded men 
and women of the country who realize 
the danger (and many do — especially 
those past 40 years of age) start quick- 
ly and move fast, these so-called Amer- 
ican institutions of learning will never 
change. The grip will be too tight. 
They will be the deciding factor in land- 
ing the United States in a few years 
safely within the orbit of Soviet Russia.

THE communists were devilishly 
shrewd in selecting American edu- 
cation as a stronghold to be seized, be- 
cause here in America education is a 
fetish. Anything that calls itself edu- 
cation tends to be respected as such. 


Since we have quoted President 
Pusey, a highly intelligent, youthful 
man, who seems perfectly sincere in 
what he says, let’s take a look at what 
the communists have been doing in Har- 
vard. For instance, Professor Wendell 
Hinkle Furry, still a professor at Har- 
vard, was, according to his own state- 
ment (while not under oath), a com- 
munist party member until 1947. But 
when he appeared before a Congres- 
sional investigating committee under 
oath, he declined to say whether he had 
been a party member or not during the 
last three years prior to March 17, 
1953. 


When Professor Furry was asked on 
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the stand: “Do you believe that mem- 
bership in the communist party is inim- 
ical to the interests of the United 
States?” he gave the equivocal answer 
— “Sir, that is a matter about which I 
am perhaps not certain.” 


Yet fellow-professors, now ex-com- 
munists, had stated under oath that he 
had been in the same Harvard cell with 
them. On several occasions Dr. Furry’s 
evasive answers were so bad that even 
the Harvard Corporation (six men who 
run the University) were upset. They 
urged Professor Furry to ask the Con- 
gressional Committee for a second hear- 
ing at which he would be “cooperative.” 
But when he appeared at the second 
hearing, he was no more cooperative 


than he had been at the first. 
* * * 


(THERE are other professors whose ac- 

tivities deserve mention. Herbert 
Philbrick, who for years had been a 
— of the FBI in the communist 
arty, testified that one Dirk J. Struik, 





a professor of mathematics at the Mass- 
achusetts Institute of Technology, had 
been a communist. After Struik had 
been indicted, M.I.T. suspended him 
from teaching — although it kept him 
on the payroll. 


Then Kirtley F. Mather, professor of 
geology at Harvard, wrote a public let- 
ter to clergymen in Eastern Staseantie- 
setts on Struik’s behalf. Dr. J. B. Mat- 
thews, highly respected authority on 
communism, once said of Dr. Mather: 


“Mather’s record of collaboration 
with Communists places him among the 
top ten academic collaborators in the 
entire country. He has been affiliated 
in one way or another with eighteen 
organizations which have been listed as 
subversive and Communist by the At- 
torney General, as well as thirty-two 
other fronts of the communist appa- 
ratus.” 


And of course there is Harlow Shap- 
ley, now emeritus, but for many years 
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and until recently head of the Depart. 
ment of Astronomy at Harvard. Ip 
greeting the Waldorf-Astoria “Peace 
Conference” (a Communist front) of 
March 31, 1947, Dr. Shapley is quoted 
by the Daily Worker of April 13, 1947, 
as having said: (pp. 152-153) 


“You’re welcome here, boys. Let me 
help you — you there, with a subver. 
sive grin, are you a dripping Commu. 
nist? No? You deny it? That means 
that you are one. Back up the wagon, 
Mr. J. Edgar, we’ve got him. 


“Back up 21,408 wagons, Mr. Attor- 
ney General, take them all away. The 
Gestapo purge is on. They are all guilty 
because they have all begun to 
think. ... 


“So far it is only this planet, as I say, 
that our government would make safe 
for capitalism. ... 


“Yes, only this planet so far falls 
within the comprehensive scheme. But 
listen. Don’t tell anybody, but recently 
the astronomers have found that there 
is methane out beyond the moon in the 
atmosphere of Jupiter. Now methane is 
the basic hydrocarbon -fundamental in 
the building up of petroleum. 


“If the oil companies should hear of 
this discovery, don’t tell, I predict that 
with many pious words, poured out 
over the radio to the interruption of one 
or more soap operas (subversive of free 
enterprise, I call that!) — I predict 
that with pious words, and hiding be- 
hind your idealism, our government 
would begin to mess up the operation 
of the solar system. The laws of the Al- 
mighty and of Isaac Newton would be 
attributed to the vicious party line that 
connects us with you know where. With 
civilian .and military supervision, of 
course, we would start to lay a Big-inch 
to Jupiter, and Schwellenbach would 
chase the Commies off the moon.” 


Of course none of the above-mention- 
ed professors is a card-holding commu- 
nist. But their activities have so closely 
coincided with communist aims that il 
is entirely fair to call them communist 
fellow-travelers. They have been far 
more useful to the communist conspir- 
acy than many card-holding members. 


So when Dr. Pusey said there is no 
present member of the communist party 
teaching at Harvard, he was doubtless 
confining himself to card-holding mem- 
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bers. It is a distinction without a differ- 
ence.

THER famous American education- 

al institutions have been almost as 
favorable to communism as Harvard. 
There is, for instance, the University of 
Chicago, whose president for many 
years was Robert M. Hutchins, now 
drawing fire from many patriotic Amer- 
ican groups for his handling of the 
Fund for the Republic with its 15 mil- 
lion dollars of tax-free Ford money. 


Dr. Bella V. Dodd, former professor 
in Hunter College, and now a practic- 
ing attorney in New York, was for 
years a communist. She testified before 
the sub-committee investigating the In- 
ternal Security Act, that the University 
of Chicago, as well as Harvard, Vassar, 
Columbia, the four New York City 
colleges, Smith, M.I.T., University of 
Michigan and others, had communist 
units operating on the campuses. 


Dr. Oscar Lange came to the United 
States from Poland in 1937 and in due 
time became a citizen. Dr. Root in “Col- 
lectivism on the Campus” says of him 
on page 181: 


“He (Lange) received a grant from 
the Rockefeller Foundation, which paid 
his salary at Chicago University. He 
was professor of economics there for 
several years. In 1945 he returned to 
Communist-dominated Poland, declared 
that America was his enemy and com- 
munism his country, and became for- 
eign minister for the enslavers of his 
land. Yet he was still listed in the cata- 
logue of the University of Chicago for 
at least another year as a member of 
the faculty ‘on leave of absence.’ Later 
he returned to America on the staff of 
the UN, where he used every chance to 
attack, vilify, and harm the United 
States.” 


Subsequently Dr. Hutchins, called 
before a committee of the Illinois Leg- 
islature, was questioned as follows: 


“Q. In view of this, would Professor 
Lange be received back at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago ...? 

“Dr. Hutchins: I am not acquainted 
with Professor Lange’s present views. 
If his views are now what they were 
when he went on leave of absence ... 
he would be welcome back. I don’t 
know if his views are different now. ... 


“Q. Do you recall that he made a 
statement renouncing the United States? 
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“A. I do. 


“Q. But he will be taken back, as a 
professor ... at the University of Chi- 
cago, if he still desires, is that right, 
even though he is an objector to this 
form of government? 


“A. This certain policy of the United 
States is the same to which many loyal 
Americans objected.” (Italics added.) 


Dr. Hutchins perhaps is an extreme 
case, but there are others nearly as ex- 
treme who, apparently through distort- 
ed mentality coupled with intellectual 
arrogance, have had whatever love of 
country they ever possessed completely 
crowded out. Literally they know not 
what they do. Taking advantage of the 
great prestige of “education” (whether 
all of it is real education or not), and 
of the superior intellects they undoubt- 
edly possess, they are a genuine factor 
in selling out the American Republic. 


Many of these left-wing professors 
make their influence felt through left- 
wing textbooks, round table discus- 
sions, visiting lectures and by the free 
publicity available to them in press, 
radio and TV, similarly infiltrated. 


The picture has been ably drawn by 
Dr. E. Merrill Root in his book “Collec- 
tivism on the Campus,” to which he 
appends a subtitle, “The Battle for the 
Mind in American Colleges.” It is prob- 
ably the most comprehensive study yet 
made on the subject. To every American 
who would know what is really happen- 
ing in universities and colleges, and 
every father and mother of teenagers 
who will be the victims of miseducation, 
Dr. Root’s book is must reading.

Though I am addressing you in my 
name, I do not doubt a moment that I 
am expressing the views and belief of 
Arabs in general and of every Pales- 
tinian Arab in particular, Moslem and 
Christian alike. 


I belong to no party and owe alleg- 
iance to no one except to my Country 
and people. I will not use preambles 
and avant-propos and will go straight 
to the point, in short, clear submissions 
and plain words. 


No peace, Mr. Secretary General, can 
be anticipated in this part of the world 
as long as Justice does not prevail and 
as long as Might persists to be Right. 


The Palestine Arabs ask no favors 
and want no charity. No amount of dol- 
lars and no schemes can make them 
forget their homeland and desist from 
their natural, just and legal right to 
their possessions and the enjoyment of 
their private property, as words of sym- 
pathy lead us nowhere. 


What we want is that the United Na- 
tions should implement its own reso- 
lutions and honor its own pledges. We 
want men of good will to right the 
wrong done the Arabs. We want our 
appeals for Justice not to fall on deaf 
ears. 


What we ask is that the United Na- 
tions should refrain from backing crim- 
inals to make permanent their theft of 
Palestine, as it must be remembered 
that Israel exists only by virtue of pow- 
er politics and continues to exist only 
because it is able to manipulate the 
machinery of the United Nations. 





It is Israel who pleads for peace. It 
is Israel who has the greatest desire for 
peace. Yes, it is Israel who wants pro- 
tection for the territory the Jews have 
stolen and approval of crimes commit- 
ted against Arabs. It is Israel who wants 
protection of looted property and rav- 
aged land of Palestine. 


It is the robber, the murderer who 
wants to sit down with the victims and 
settle things amicably, by keeping the 
loot and enjoying what is not his. 


Do you really, Mr. Secretary Gener- 
al, expect the Arabs to fall into this 
trap and enter into a pact with the thief, 
the robber and the murderer — surren- 
dering their rights and their property?

How would you feel about it, Mr. 
Secretary General? 


How would you feel when you see the 
criminal aggressor enjoying your own 
home, looking at you from your own 
window, relaxing in the shade of your 
garden, gathering the fruit of your 
trees, sitting behind your desk, sleeping 
in your bed? 

How would you feel when you find 
him to be in possession of sentimental 
relics and most dear things to your 
heart while you are left in the open 
deprived of everything, living on char- 
ity and probably starving? How would 
you feel when after being robbed from 
everything, the thief shouts loud to all 
who want to hear him “Let’s shake 
hands and keep the peace and forget 
all about it, now that I have all that 
belongs to you” ...? 

These are questions we want you to 
discuss with your own conscience and 
to answer to your own self. 


This hypothetical suggestion, Mr. 
Secretary General, clearly states the 
case of the Palestine Arab, now label- 
ed Refugee, dispossessed of his home, 
his land and everything he possessed. 


The Western Powers who have creat- 
ed the Israeli State at the expense of 
innocent Arab victims, seem to believe 
that these Zionist gangsters gathered 
from various parts of the globe, allied 


to every underground center, and pol-. 


luted with destructive doctrines — they 
seem to believe that these gangsters 
planted in Palestine are a greater safe- 
guard than the legal and rightful Arab 
owners of the Country and adjoining 
Arab states. 


Therefore the Arabs who were faith- 
ful allies and the most staunch support- 
ers of the West and would have remain- 
ed so, were antagonized, cheated and 
betrayed as if the Western Powers had 
forgotten that the friendship of both 
the Arab and the Islamic World are of 
first importance to them and essential 
to world stability.

GEORGE DEWEY'S 
PRISON 
EPISTLES 








OTHING of its kind has ever so 

stirred the evangelical Christian 
circles of the United States as the ar- 
rest and imprisonment of Rev. George 
B. Dewey, D.D. Although serving a 
comparatively severe sentence in the 
fowa State Prison (Fort Madison, 
lowa), he professes innocence to the 
charges. 


Dr. Dewey, at the age of 57, has for 
more than 30 years served pastorates, 
served as an evangelist, delivered lec- 
tures, fought Communism, engaged in 
missionary work and otherwise devoted 
himself to helping promote kingdom 
interests. 


He was arrested at St. Petersburg, 
Florida on August 30, 1955 while con- 
ducting a preaching mission in a local 

urch. 


The following is quoted from the Oc- 
tober Defender: “For eight days and 





nights he was confined to a cell with a 
score of criminals, drunks, perverts 
and degenerates — in an obvious at- 
tempt to weaken and break him down. 
His only respites consisted of question- 
ings at intervals when he would be 
taken from the cell tired, nervous and 
groggy. 

“All contact with the outside world 
was cut off. Repeated requests to con- 
sult legal counsel were denied. There 
remains no doubt in the minds of at- 
torneys but what Dr. Dewey’s rights 
= been flagrantly ignored and violat- 


In the absence of legal advice, brok- 
en in spirit, he permitted himself to be 
taken to Eldora, Iowa. During the 
melee of events, certain papers vital to 
his defense disappeared. 


Reaching Iowa, a private law firm 
took virtual charge of the prosecution. 
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His bond was placed at the astonishing 
sum of $125,000 — which meant that 
he remained incarcerated instead of be 
ing released to help organize a defense. 


The leftist Des Moines Register 
launched a smear campaign of false 
hood, half-truths and innuendo designed 
to convict him in the Iowa public mind. 


(John Cowles, publisher of the Des 
Moines Register, is a director of the 
multimillion dollar “Ford Fund For 
the Republic” whose un-American ac- 
tivities have been established on the 
floor of Congress, by the American Le 
gion, through Fulton Lewis, Jr. broad- 
casts and otherwise.) 


Dr. Dewey has powerful enemies. He 
has been fighting Communism since the 
early nineteen thirties, defending Amer- 
icanism in ways that really hurt the op- 
position. His name has been, time and 
again, ruthlessly plastered with false 
hood and smear propaganda. 


Finally, after more than three months 
of being confined to jail cells in St 
Petersburg and Eldora, he was taken 
into court ... to find that four triale 
awaited him at four different times and 
places. Sufficient funds were not avail- 
able to finance even one such trial! 


The victim made no effort to defend 
himself, accepted crucifixion, received 
sentence and was taken to prison. 











He was accused of feloniously ob- 
taining money from a lady who is 
known to have helped finance the relig- 
ious and evangelistic labors of many 
preachers and organizations — a charge 
which he steadfastly denies. Dr. Dewey 
insists that his trouble stems from the 
interest of potential heirs who object 
to the woman’s support of religious 
causes.

Dr. Dewey is permitted to receive any 
amount of mail, but can send out only 
six letters each month. For this reason, 
persons writing him should not expect 


answers. 


In the event of sending him money, 
checks or money orders should be 
payable to Warden Percy A. Lainsop 
ae accompanied by an explanatory 
etter. 


The Editor of The Defender has been 
enriched by letters received from Dr 
Dewey and is therefore sharing the fol- 
lowing excerpts with readers. The dates 
are indicated in italic type. 














The first four were written from the 





jail cell in Eldora and the balance at 
lowa State Prison. 
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November 10, 1955. Thank heaven I 
feel better today. I have gone in and 
out of this State (Iowa) for years, 

reaching and lecturing, enjoying its 

uties and fine people. It never cross- 
ed my mind that I might some day be 
cooped up in one of its cells in little 
Eldora, unable to get out and defend 
myself because of a bond placed astro- 
nomically high. 


I could never stand this strain with- 
out the support of divine grace. 
it not seem reasonable that if I were 
only a withered branch, the fire would 
have consumed me before now? 


I would not want to exchange crosses 
with those who are persecuting me. In 
fact, I feel anxious for their welfare, 
knowing what must await them in the 
judgment. 


My mind keeps turning in the direc- 
tion of the unknown tomorrow. But this 
I know, I am not alone. “I will fear no 
evil for” He “is with me.” 


The mail that gets through to me here 
is like apples of gold. I have learned 
that preachers coming to see me, some 
from distances, have been turned away. 
Pray for me that I shall be faithful to 
Him, regardless of what may happen. 


November 15, 1955. During these ten 
weeks I have learned that when a soul 
suffers to the extent of its capacity, it 
purchases a strange immunity to all 
pain. So today I take the position that 
my persecutors can hurt me no more. 


What does hurt are visible spots 
which show that Christ has been sold 
short, somewhere along the line. How- 
ever, it is comforting to be reminded 
that He never puts out even a flickering 
candle that was lit on the altar of God. 


November 25, 1955. Yesterday was 
Thanksgiving. What irony! There are 
three of us in jail here now. We talked 
ourselves, I fear, into a low mood. Then 
we took a new lease on life and I read 
several passages from the Psalms, and 
prayed. 


Heaven seemed near. We had just 
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mopped the floors and our tears fell on 
clean cement. 


I have heard the term “living death” 
used. I am now having such an experi- 
ence. There are times when prayer 
seems to turn this jail into a palace, 
and other times when the face of the 
Saviour seems to be hidden. Yet deep 
underneath, 1 know God has fixed the 
boundaries, as with Job, and there are 
limits to what the persecutors can do. 


December 6, 1955. By now you 
know the battle here at Eldora is over. 
The lies I have faced were never equal- 
ed. I was helpless in their hands. God 
knows. But I have never read or seen 
the like. They had it so set that I would 
have faced four trials, in four different 
court sessions, before four judges and 
four juries. 

I did not have enough money to even 
finance one. Then too, all of my friends 
and witnesses would have been smear- 
ed, even worse than the stuff recently 
circulated. in the Iowa papers. 


When I returned to my jail cell and 
told the three men who are also being 
held, one of them asked before I leave 
to be taken to prison, that I pray for 
him. So here at the table we had a sea- 
son of prayer, the four of us. Christ has 
never seemed nearer or dearer to me. 


Ever since my arrest I have had blow 
after blow, below the belt. Well, I guess 
this is my story for now. Will write 
again when I know something more de- 
finite as to what they expect to do with 
me. 


(The following letters were written 
since Dr. Dewey has been taken to the 
lowa State Prison.) 











December 13, 1955. Days here just 
inch their way along. How different 
from my yesterdays when they went by 
like passing telephone poles one sees 
from the window of a fast moving train. 


For three days now I have been prais- 
ing the Lord that He should care so 
much for this worthless clay as to go 
over it again, trying every piece, blow- 
ing the useless dust away. 

My soul becomes the heaviest when 
I meet fine men (not human machines 
as so many people regard prisoners), 
real men. For most part, however, they 
are not Christians. I am certain by try- 
ing to help those I meet, I will win 
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A VISIT WITH THE 
LIVING DEAD 


“With great grief of heart I write 
of my visit to the leper colony of 
Athens, where some of the inmates 
have been confined for a period of 15, 
20 or even 30 years. Some go about 
with their noses eaten away, others with 
their fingers wasted to mere stubs or 
blistered and deformed as though by 
scalding water, some with their ears or 
an eye missing, many totally blind. 
Their plight is so tragic that it was 
quite a while before I could bring my- 
self to attempt a few words of comfort, 
to distribute New Testaments to some 
and speak of the love of Christ to oth- 
ers. The children are especially pitiful, 
running away if you attempt to ap- 
proach them. 


“Many of these people have no one 
in this world, and some who do are 
rarely visited because of their tragic 
disease. One sight I shall never forget 
— the ward of the seriously ill. There 
I saw men and women lying with closed 
eyes, and if it were not for the slight 
movement of the bedclothes caused by 
their breathing I would have thought 
them dead. Their faces were pale and 
their bones protruded through their 
skin. These were the silent living dead. 


“I would like to ask you to pray 
for all of these unfortunate sufferers 
and to give whatever the Lord may 
lead you to, for their help. The only 
relief which we can give them is the 
comfort of our visits and those of our 
missionaries, the Word of God and our 
financial assistance to meet some of 
their most desperate needs. 


“How I wish you could have seen 
the joy on their faces when I gave 
some of them small sums of money 
from the American Mission to Greeks! 
How I wished I had enough to give 
to all and to supply each one with a 
Bible or a New Testament. Only the 
love of God and the compassion of 
Christians can make this possible. It 
may be that you can help me to re- 
turn to them with the evidences of 
your love.”

(In Canada, 90 Duplex Ave., Toron- 
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some for Christ, save my own sanity 
and keep my heart from despair. 
Never have I appreciated Christ as I 
do now. But I have to resist a slow 
growing scarlet shame over my terribly 
wounded pride. One feels like a slave 
sold in the public market. Please, all of 
you at the Defender office, pray for me. 


December 22, 1955. Your letter of 
December 16th was like a breeze from 
heaven. I had passed through a day of 
mental and emotional depression, then 
this letter came to lift my spirits and 
stir my hopes. I read every line at 
least ten times and just sat in my bunk 
and wept. You seem to have a firm 
faith that God may still be able to use 
this wrecked life of mine. 

Since coming here, I have felt shock- 
ed and paralyzed. At times I feel like a 
stopped watch. There are days, how- 
ever, when I feel like I am on the moun- 
tain top. Never have I known my Lord 
to be nearer. For four hours He seemed 
to be right here in the bunk with me. 


I have lost ‘my physical freedom for 
a time, but I embrace the loss because 
the experience has driven me closer to 
my Lord and Saviour. There is no mal- 
ice in my heart against a living soul. 

I have sold Christ short at times, but 
He is not letting me down now. I shall 
try to repay Him, by helping to some 
degree at least, to repair damaged lives 
that I am meeting here. 

You ask about sending me vitamins 
and other health items, but this cannot 
be done. Needed things, like fruits, can 
be purchased here up to $20.00 a month 
when the money is available. I can re- 
ceive all the mail sent, but am permit- 
ted to send out only six letters a month. 

Dr. Winrod, I cannot tell you what 
your mother’s Christmas card and letter 
meant to my soul. Oh, how I value her 
prayers! Place a kiss on her brow for 
me. Come and see me as soon as you 
can. 


January 1, 1956. This is New Year’s 
day. I am in my cell waiting for the 
breakfast bell to ring. A new year is 
here. To many of the men it will be an 
agonizing question mark. 





The old year was full of pain. This 
new one is full of uncertainties. To me 
the past year seems almost a blank. 
Seems so impossible that an experience 
so tragic could overtake a life so active 
as mine. (The bell just rang; I will 
finish this letter later) ... 

I went to breakfast and then at 8:30 
to chapel. Chaplain Lester Peter preach- 
ed a wonderful sermon, true to the Gos- 
pel and a real tonic for the soul. 

Deepest thanks for inviting me to 
write Defender articles and expositions 
on Acts to be put in book form. It will 
take me another month to get adjusted 
as I am now on the go from 5:00 A.M. 
to 6:00 P.M.. The letiers I am receiv- 
ing are like messages from heaven to 
me. Do keep them coming. 

My sister wrote me a wonderful let- 
ter. I read part of it to a fellow about 
38 years old. We both stood there cry- 
ing. The next day he came and said to 
me: “Dewey, don’t keep wondering why 
you are here. I know God permitted this 
to happen so you could bring me back 
to God.” He wept when he said it and 
I could not keep down the lump in my 
throat. 


January 5, 1956. When I returned 
from Cedar Rapids this afternoon, there 
was a bit of good news waiting. I found 
a permanent job had been made for me 
as Associate Editor of the prison mag- 
azine, Presidio. I have prayed for this 
since the first week. God helping me, I 
am going to pack two years writing into 
every one I spend here, so that by the 
time I reach my sunset, literature will 
be turned out to His glory. 

I have had an ambition for years to 
write. It seems strange that I should 
have to come here to get there! 

Send me, please, books to stimulate 
my thinking, also a commentary and 
concordance. I have a good office for 
working on Presidio. I want to write 
something that will live long after I am 
gone. 


February 6, 1956. 1 am enjoying 
working on the manuscript for the 
book. It is bringing blessing to my soul. 
The Book of Acts is becoming a new 
message to me from these studies. Inci- 
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dentally, I would greatly appreciate a 
Red Letter New Testament. 


There are three men here whom | 
feel God has designated me to help and 
I hope to win them for Christ. There 
are others, but these especially. Without 
some opportunity to represent Him, | 
would feel as if in the bottom of hell. 
Ask my friends to keep praying for me.

The Lord is 
risen! He is victor. Hallelujah! 








Death cannot keep his prey —

Christ made the stone that sealed 
His tomb. 

The throne that seals the devil’s 
doom. 


The disciples went to the tomb weep- 
ing; they returned rejoicing. They went 
sorrowing because of His death; they 
returned shouting because of His resur- 
rection. They went with hearts burden- 
ed; they returned with hearts buoyant. 
They went in fear; they returned in 
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faith. They went to mourn the dead; 
they returned to magnify the living. 


Death cannot reign in the presence 
of Him Who is the Life. Gloom is turn- 
ed to glory. Weeping is turned to wor- 
ship. Darkness is turned to dawn. No 
tomb is strong enough to hold the body 
of Christ. No government is powerful 
enough to keep a seal on His sepulchre. 
The earth is too small to contain the 
One Who spoke the universe into exist- 
ence. Heaven is His throne. Earth is 
His footstool. 


He breaks the jaws of death and 
opens the gates of glory. He bridges the 
gap between earth and Heaven. He 
transforms the vilest sinner into His 





own glorious likeness, and one day pre- 
sents him faultless before the Throne of 
His glory with exceeding joy. 

That, my friends, is the Christ Whom 
we preach. The Christ of the Bible, the 
resurrected Christ, the living Christ, the 
glorified Christ, the Christ Who alone 


can save. 


This Christ, the eternal Rock of Ages, 
was born in a rock-hewn manger in 
Bethlehem; crucified on a rugged rock 
at Golgotha; buried in a rock tomb in 
Jerusalem; ascended from a protruding 
rock on the Mount of Olives; and is 
coming as “the stone cut without 
hands” to “set up a kingdom which 
shall never be destroyed.” 
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HE VALUE of a life does not neces- 

sarily depend on its length because 
there is much more than length to a life. 
There is height and depth and breadth. 
Volume is the product of all dimen- 
sions. One person may live more in 
forty years than another would in a 
hundred years. 

Ordinarily a person must live long 
to live much. Time enters into every 
man’s account as a great blessing. Time 
is precious. To speak of “killing time” 
is to be guilty of premeditated murder. 
Paul exhoris us to “redeem the time, 
because the days are evil.” 


Some people will have to live long 
in order to live much, for they shorten- 
ed life by starting slow. The false no- 
tion that youth is the time for sowing 
wild oats has influenced many a person 
to postpone the beginning of sane liv- 
ing until there was not much time left 
for constructive living. 

Some have shortened their lives by 
bad habits — eating, smoking, drink- 
ing habits. Some may not be afraid to 
die, but they should be ashamed to die! 
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Live long if you can, but also live 
deep. Your life will be as deep as your 
convictions. Too many people lack con- 
victions. Sometimes an open mind is too 
porous to hold a conviction. 


All have beliefs, but a belief is not 
a conviction. A belief is what a man 
holds but a conviction is what holds the 
man. 

















All have opinions. Opinions are 
about as numerous as the sands of the 
sea, and many of them about as worth- 
less. Opinions change and if you have 
come to the place where you never 
change your opinions, you have stop- 
ped thinking. 
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Everybody recognizes the difference 
between a man of convictions and one 
governed by the opinions of the crowd. 
A man without convictions is a fickle, 
shallow fellow. He follows the trend of 
the mob. What the mob thinks, he 
thinks. What the mob does, he does. 
Where the rest goes, he goes. 


He has no controversies because he 
has no convictions. He assents to every- 
thing because he believes nothing. He 
falls for everything because he holds to 
nothing. Daniel had convictions. The 
king told him he was too big a man to 
be tied to his mother’s apron strings. 
You do as I tell you and you can shove 
your feet under mahogany, sleep on an 
ivory bed, drink out of golden goblets. 


Daniel replied: “I am not. for sale.” 
There are some things he purposed nev- 
er to do and Daniel said “No.” 


The little word No is one of the 
mightiest monosyllables in the English 
language. Many have failed socially, fi- 
nancially, spiritually and eternally be 
cause of inability to say it. Certain boys 
in Babylon had convictions; they were 
told when the music played to prostrate 
themselves before the golden image. All 
the people went down except these three 
boys. They remained perpendicular be. 
cause of their convictions. 


It takes courage of the highest order 
to remain perpendicular when the mass- 
es are levelled horizontally. 


You are not only to live long and 
deep, but you are to live high. Your 
life will be as high as your ideals. A 
man with high ideals cannot live on a 
low level, nor can he live on any plane 
he reaches. Something on the inside 
drives him toward higher and _ better 
standards. 


If you have become satisfied with 
yourself, it may be your goal is not 
high enough. Most miserable is the per- 
son who hitches his wagon to his 
post, rather than to a star. Hitched to 
your bed post, you only have to roll 
out of bed to reach it. Hitched to a star, 
you have to do some climbing, and the 
climbing is difficult. This is why the 
lowlands are crowded, while the hill- 
top population is so scarce. 


Arrange for more than you can do, 
Then do it. 

Bite off more than you can chew, 
Then chew it. 


Hitch your wagon to a star, 
Keep your seat and there you are. 
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THERE IS NO record that Jesus Christ 

ever preached a funeral sermon. As 
far as we know He never attended a 
burial ceremony. We do have the re- 
cord of His going into homes where 
death had entered, but when He came 
in, death went out. 


This is consistent with the truth that 
the Lord Jesus is Life; and death can 
never abide in the presence of Life. 


There came a day however, when He, 
Who had raised the dead, permitted 
the hands of sinful men to take and 
nail Him to a cross, where He willingly 
gave Himself a ransom for many. The 
last time the eyes of sinful men looked 
upon the body of Jesus Christ, He was 
hanging in shame upon that cross, dy- 
ing between two thieves. His body was 
then placed in the sepulchre, where it 
lay for three days and three nights. 


Although most tombs are sacred be- 
cause of what they contain, this tomb, 
the sepulchre of the Lord Jesus, is pre- 
cious to the heart of every Christian be- 
cause of its emptiness. 


We stand silently beside the graves 
of our departed loved ones, for we are 
conscious of the fact that beneath the 
sod lies the body of one whom we loved 
in life. But beside the grave wherein 
Jesus was laid we are aware He is not 
there, but is risen. The empty tomb is a 
foundation doctrine, upon which the 
structure of the Church is built. 


The resurrection of Jesus Christ was 
necessary, not only for the completion 
of God’s program of salvation, but for 
an unanswerable testimony that Jesus 
of Nazareth is the Son of God, the Sav- 
tour of all who believe. Not only our 
salvation, but our hope of a bodily re- 


surrection is based upon the fact of the 
empty tomb, for “if Christ be not raised 
then our faith is in vain.” 


The world has always questioned 
the claims of Christ. Many upon hear- 
ing the story of the Gospel, will say, 
“Seeing is believing; show me, and I 
will believe.” The answer to such a 
statement is simply “Believe and you 
shall see ... for believing is seeing.” 


Doubt concerning the claim of Christ 
is not new. He faced it Himself when 
He was on earth. After His baptism and 
anointing, He was led by the Spirit into 
the wilderness to be tempted of the 
devil. This was permitted to take place, 
not to see if our Lord could, or would 
sin, but to prove to the world that He 
would not sin. It was here at the temp- 
tation that the devil, the author of all 
doubt, raised a question concerning the 
deity of Christ the Lord. Two times he 
brought forth an “if” regarding the 
claims of Jesus. “If Thou be the Son of 
God, cast Thyself down.” The devil 
was asking for proof. He was demand- 
ing evidence. He was seeking a sign. In 
answer to this challenge, the Lord Jesus 
quoted Scripture, but gave no sign. 


When Jesus entered the temple at the 
beginning of His ministry and drove 
the money changers out, they were more 
amazed at what He said, than what He 
did. They took issue with Him when 
He claimed to be the Son of God. His 
claim was made when He referred to 
the temple as His Father’s house. Since 
the Jews knew that the temple was the 
House of God, they were quick to see 
that Jesus had actually said in sub- 
stance, “I am the Son of God.” 





In answer to this, they asked Him 
aii. 
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to show forth a sign, to give some evi- 
dence, some proof that what He said 
was true. His answer was a reference to 
the resurrection of His body, but He 
gave them no sign. 


Throughout His ministry the unbe- 
lieving crowd sought after a sign. He 
promised that a sign would come, for 
He said, there shall be no sign 

ven ... but the sign of the prophet 
ah.” The one great sign, final and 
conclusive proof of His Deity, then, 
would be the sign of Jonah ... which 
of course referred to His bodily resur- 
rection from the dead. 


It was not by His miracles alone that 
Jesus proved that He was the Saviour; 
nor by His deeds did He show forth His 
deity. It was not by His works and won- 
ders only that He gave evidence of His 
claim. It is true that His miracles show- 
ed forth the glory and the power of God, 
yet it is clear that Jesus Christ our 
Lord, “which was made of the seed of 
David according to the flesh” was “de- 
clared to be the Son of God with power 





according to the Spirit of Holiness, by 
the resurrection from the dead.” 


The resurrection did not make Jesus 
the Son of God; it was a public declar- 
ation of the fact that He is the Son of 
God. The same truth applies to every 
Christian, every believer in Jesus Christ. 
We become children of God, literally 
sons of God, by receiving Christ, but 
in order to prove to the world that God 
is our Father, there is a public demon- 
stration, there is an outward witness to 
this fact. 


We who were once dead in trespasses 
and sin and who are now alive unto 
God (Romans 6, Ephesians 2) can 
prove this glorious truth only by living 
a resurrected life. We not only have a 
knowledge of the truth that “... if any 
man be in Christ he is a new crea- 
tion ...” but we give evidence of the 
fact that this very thing has happened 
in our own lives. 


The unbelieving world does not un- 
derstand the language of faith. It does 
not accept the statements of God’s 
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Word. It still asks for a sign. It de. 
mands proof. It wants to be sure that 
those who profess Christ actually pos. 
sess Christ. It seeks the sign of the re. 
surrection life. 


Just as the resurrection of Jesus 
Christ, is the one unanswerable argu. 
ment that God has given the world, 
proving that the Lord Jesus is His Son, 
just so the argument of every critic can 
be stopped, by the evidence of a life 
that is lived for God.

ment of history — at a vital cross- 
road. In one direction is the path of 
courageous patriots seeking in humility 
but the opportunity to serve their coun- 
try; the other that of those selfishly 
seeking to entrench autocratic power. 


The one group stands for implacable 
resistance against Communism; the 
other for compromising with Commu- 
nism. The one stands for our traditional 
system of government and freedom; 
the other for a Socialist State and 
slavery. 

The one boldly speaks the truth; the 
other spreads propaganda, fear and 
deception. The one denounces excessive 
taxation, bureaucratic government and 
corruption; the other seeks more taxes, 
more bureaucratic power, and shields 
corruption. 

The people, as the ultimate rulers, 
must choose the course our nation 
shall follow. On their decision rests the 
future of our free civilization and the 
survival of our Christian faith. Not for 
a moment do I doubt the decision or 
that it will guide the nation to a new 
and fuller greatness. 


Since my return from the Orient, | 
have been encouraged to believe that 
our citizens will not complacently tol- 
erate further incursions against their 
cherished liberties, and will move to 
correct this drift away from truly rep- 
resentative government. 


I have found this encouragement in 
the rare opportunity to search the faces 
of millions of my fellow countrymen.

when he said: 


“... to the salvation of the Union 
there needs but one single thing — the 
hearts of a people like yours. When the 
people rise in a mass, in behalf of the 
liberties of the country, truly it may be 
said that _— can prevail against 
them. °

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WHat DOES the Bible teach regard- 


ing intoxicants? The average read- 
er of the English Bible would probably 
conclude that while drunkenness is con- 
demned, the moderate use of wines and 
other undistilled liquors is not. Brew- 
ers are working overtime trying to make 
the public believe that beer is a harm- 
less temperance drink. 


Hebrew is a primitive and simple 
language. Yet it makes some very fine 
distinctions. It has three different 
words for drinks: Yayin, Tirosh, She- 
kar. 


(1) Yayin, translated wine, is used 
134 times in the Old Testament; some- 
times with approval; at other times con- 
demned for causing drunkenness. We 
have here, then, a general term for the 
juice of the grape from the time it is 
pressed out, on through all the stages 
of fermentation. 


(2) Tirosh comes from a root which 
means to expel, or to press out, and 
hence designates fresh grape juice, of 
course, unfermented. In the authorized 
text it is translated sometimes “wine,” 
sometimes “new wine.” It is never con- 
demned, nor ever accused of producing 
drunkenness. It occurs 40 times in the 
Old Testament. 


(3) Shekar means to be tipsy or to 
stagger, to be drunken, and is translated 
“strong drink.” It occurs 23 times in 
the Old Testament, and is condemned in 
all but one case where it is listed mere- 
ly as an article of commerce. Shekar 





could very well be translated intoxicat- 
ing drink, in modern parlance, includ- 
ing not only fermented wine, but ales, 
beer, hard cider and any and all other 
undistilled alcoholic liquors. Shekar is 
always condemned. 

Some may offer an objection to 
this position on the ground that there 
are places where wine (yayin) and 
strong drink (shekar) are used together, 
and thai the latter must be stronger than 
the former. This objection is easily met 
by considering a few of the references. 


Proverbs 20:1, is an example: “Wine 
is a mocker, strong drink is raging: and 
whosoever is deceived thereby is not 
wise.” The two terms here are really 
synonymous, and the last clause refers 
to wine and the strong drink being con- 
sumed together. 

Note Isaiah 5:22, “Woe unto them 
that are mighty to drink wine, and men 
of strength to mingle strong drink.” 
Here the words are used in reverse or- 
der. Read the entire chapter and ob- 
serve the other sins and disorders that 
result from drinking intoxicating bever- 
ages, and note how the passage fits con- 
ditions in our own country. 


DID NOAH KNOW? 


It should be borne in mind that there 
were no distilled drinks, such as whis- 
key, rum and brandy, in Old Testament 
times. About 15 per cent alcohol is the 
strongest they could have had by natur- 
al fermentation, and that only from 
very sweet grapes, or by the addition 


of honey to sweeten the juice. Strong 
drink as used in the Bible did not refer 


to our hard liquors. 


When Roosevelt took office, and le- 
galized 3.2 beer, a lady wrote the Mich- 
igan state chemist and asked if it was 
intoxicating. His reply was, all beer is 
intoxicating. Of course, the distilled 
liquors are strong drink, but they are 
very much stronger than the strong 
drink of Bible times. 


Another point to be considered is 
that the ancients may have had methods 
of preserving the juice for some time 
without fermentation. This seems plaus- 
ible. Dr. Adam Clarke, the commenta- 
tor, thought it probable that because of 
conditions in nature, fermentation ma 
not have been known before the flood, 
and that Noah was entirely innocent 
when he drank the wine, not knowing 
it would make him drunk. 


Commenting on Genesis 9:21, Clarke 
writes: “It is very probable that this 
was the first time the vine was culti- 
vated; and it is as probable that the 
strength or intoxicating power of the 
expressed juice was never before 
known. Noah, therefore, might have 
drunk it at this time without the least 
blame, as he knew not till this trial the 
effects it would produce.” 


DOES DRINK MAKE 
THE HEART GLAD? 


The comment in Smith’s Bible Dic- 
tionary on wine, written by Canon Far- 
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rar, is better than most of such articles, 
though he draws an unwarranted con- 
clusion from Hosea 4:11, “Whoredom 
and wine and new wine (tirosh) take 
away the heart.” 


Canon Farrar thinks we have here an 
instance in which tirosh (new wine) 
means intoxicating wine. But this is not 
the case. The evil result comes from the 
“wine” of the passage, and not the 
“new wine.” Tirosh must here mean un- 
fermented wine, as it does in the other 
39 times used. This is the only place 
where it is even mentioned in bad com- 
pany. 

Now we shall give three quotations 
from Canon Farrar: 


(a) “It is very likely that new wine 
was preserved in the state of ‘must’ by 
placing it in jars or bottles and then 
burying it in the earth.” 


(b) “The simple wines of antiquity 
were incomparably less deadly than the 
stupefying and ardent beverages of our 
western nations.” 


(c) “The wines of antiquity were 
more like syrups. Many of them were 
not intoxicant; many more intoxicant 
in a small degree; all of them, as a rule, 
were taken only when largely diluted 
with water.” 


My sister preserved grape juice by 
heating it and storing in sterilized bot- 
tles, pouring a little olive oil on top of 
the juice while still hot. 


An unwarranted conclusion made by 
some is that where wine is said to make 
the heart glad, such passages refer to 
its intoxicating effect. This assumption 
is not supported by fact. In Zechariah 
9:17 we read “Corn shall make the 
young men cheerful, and new wine 
(tirosh) the maids.” Food value, not 
narcotic stimulation, is suggested. 


Dr. E. L. Eaton says: “Not once in 
the whole Old Testament does shekar 








(strong drink) have the approval of 
God; nor is it ever found keeping com- 
pany with God’s gracious gifts to men.” 

Well do I remember the bygone days 
when we lived much more simply than 
now. We did not often have large as- 
sortments of foods and drinks to tempt 
the appetite such as are considered ne- 
cessities today. 


WERE OUR PARENTS WISER? 


There were three country schools in 
our community back in Iowa. Often 
the teachers and schools joined forces 
for a last-day program, which always 
included a community picnic. One of 
the refreshments was a large 20-gallon 
stone jar filled with ice cold lemonade. 
Do you think that this did not make the 
hearts of children and young people, 
as well as the older ones, glad? 


Any healthful, appetizing food, or 
drink of pure fruit juice are more to be 
desired ... and it is only prejudice and 
depraved appetite that demands prepar- 
ations which poison body and mind. 

















Proverbs 23:29-35 gives a warning 
against the use of fermented wine. This 
is nothing short of a call to total ab- 
stinence. Verse 31 contains a striking 
statement of the process of fermenta- 
tion: “Look not thou upon the wine 
when it is red, when it giveth his colour 
in the cup, when it moveth itself 
aright.” Verse 32: “At the last it biteth 
like a serpent, and stingeth like an ad- 
der.” 


The Greek or Septuagint version of 
the Old Testament, made during the in- 
terim between the Two Testaments, 
bears an important testimony on the 
subject. Oinois, the only word the Greek 
had for wine, is used to translate both 
yayin and tirosh. This was the best the 
translators could do. But when it comes 
to shekar (strong drink), it is some- 
times rendered by a word formed from 





the Greek verb methuo, which means 
to be drunk, and other places by trans. 
literating the Hebrew word as sikera, 
thus maintaining the same condemna- 
tion of alcoholic intoxicating beverages 
as does the Hebrew. 


DID JESUS APPROVE DRINKING? 


Did Jesus make and use fermented 
wine? Some claim that He did. This 
would have placed Him below heathen 
moralists, such as Xenophon and (i. 
cero. 


Jesus had access to all knowledge 
through fellowship with the Father, so 
He could not possibly have approved 
the use of intoxicants. At the last supper 
He said: “I will not drink the fruit of 
the vine, until the kingdom of God shall 
come.” He refrains from using the word 
wine, and also employs new. How could 
He have made it any plainer that He 
was speaking of the pure, unfermented, 
unspoiled juice? 


Yeast or leaven contains the bacteria 
that produces the fermentation. Leaven 
was excluded from the Passover feast 
because it produced corruption and 
hence symbolized impurity. The small 
amount of alcohol formed in the bread 
dough would be eliminated by baking. 
but it would remain in fermented wine. 
Aside from this, the mere fact that 
when fermentation starts, corruption or 
decay begins, should put it under the 
same ban as leaven. 


Lastly, wine or grape juice, could 
only properly symbolize the blood of 
Christ (who did not see corruption) 
when in a pure, unfermented state. 


We must conclude, therefore, that 
taken as a whole, the Bible demands to- 
tal abstinence rather than moderation. 
Solomon says: “Look not thou upon the 
wine when it is red.” Paul says: “Ab- 
stain from all appearance of evil.” 
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Ephesians 5:18 says: “Be not drunk 
with wine.” No one can be sure he will 
not become the servant of alcohol if he 
takes the first glass. Four out of every 
eleven who start drinking become 
drunkards. 

















“Let your moderation be known unto 
all men.” Philippians 4:5, does not re- 
fer to either food or drink. A better 
translation is “Let your sweet reason- 
ableness be known unto all men.” 


HAS AMERICA FAILED GOD? 


So far as licensing and selling and 
advertising intoxicants is concerned, the 
prophet Habakkuk speaks in no uncer- 





tain terms: “Woe unto him that giveth 
his neighbour drink, that puttest thy 
bottle to him, and makest him drunken 
also.” 


Woe unto America! We have gone 
backward in the realm of morals. En- 
forcement of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment was placed in the hands of its en- 
emies. The law was repealed but we did 
not repeal the Preamble of the Consti- 
tution. It cries out: “To promote the 
public welfare.” Licensing the traffic in 
drink does anything else but that! 


The blood of those killed by drunken 
drivers ... the thousands who have gone 
down to drunkards’ graves, demand 
vengvance! How long will God for- 
bear?

Dear Dr. Winrod: 


Having heard you speak over the ra- 
dio so favorably about the Hoxsey Can- 
cer Clinic, I want to tell you what this 
institution has done for me.

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THE FITZGERALD REPORT 
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DR. HOXSEY’S 
CLOSING 
CHAPTER 








Dr. Hoxsey’s new book, “You Don’t Have To Die” is enjoying a grati- 
fying reception. Its closing chapter is reproduced below. This book should 
be in every American home ... because cancer may strike any fireside 


any time. 





HE CASE histories detailed in the 

previous chapter are typical of 
those we have submitted over the years 
in a vain attempt to obtain a fair and 
impartial investigation of the Hoxsey 
treatment. Only one conclusion can be 
drawn from the failure of the American 
Medical Association to consider seri- 
ously the proof that we have offered, 
or to sanction sincere consideration by 
some responsible Government agency: 


Organized medicine fears that an 
honest investigation will establish the 
fact that we cure cancer. 











The alarming proportions of the ruth- 
less conspiracy to suppress all unor- 
thodox cancer treatments — regardless 
of what scientific merit they may have 
— is revealed in a 1953 report by spe- 
cial counsel to the U.S. Senate Inter- 
state Commerce Committee which may 
be found in the Congressional Record 


(Aug. 28, 1953, pp. 5690-93). 
This report has a fascinating history. 


For many years the late Sen. Charles 
Tobey of New Hampshire — whose son 





had been cured of lung cancer by un- 
orthodox methods — vigorously fought 
for a full-scale Congressional investiga- 
tion of cancer research and treatment in 
this country. He couldn’t get it; every 
move in that direction was skillfully 


blocked by the A.M.A. 


Early in 1953, when he became chair- 
man of the Senate Interstate Commerce 
Committee, the Senator hit upon a clev- 
er way around the roadblock. Without 
telling any of his colleagues he set up 
a staff to conduct a secret preliminary 
survey of the cancer situation, with spe- 
cial attention to “the alleged interstate 
conspiracy engaged in by any individ- 
uals and combines of any kind what- 
soever to hinder, suppress or restrict 
the free flow of drugs, research and 
methods relating to the cause, preven- 
tion and systems of diagnosis and treat- 
ment” of the dread disease. 


He was confident that the survey 
would uncover enough dynamite to 
blast Congress out of its complacency 
and force it to authorize a full-scale 
investigation. 


Casting around for a capable and en- 


ergetic individual to head this probe, 
he consulted his friend U.S. Attorney 
General Herbert Brownell. The latter 
recommended a clever, 35-year-old law- 
yer then employed as trial attorney for 
the Department of Justice: Benedict F. 
Fitzgerald, Jr., who previously had 
served as attorney for the National La- 
bor Relations Board and counsel to a 
Congressional Committee investigating 
lobbying activities. 


Fitzgerald thereupon was directed to 
finish his work at the Department of 
Justice and report to the U.S. Senate, 
on a loan basis, where as special coun- 
sel to Tobey’s committee he was assign- 
ed to the cancer probe. 


Within six, months Fitzgerald and his 
aides had uncovered enough sensational 
evidence to blow the roadblock sky 
high, if properly triggered. He sat down 
to write a report on his findings. Un- 
fortuna'ely just before it was finished 
Sen. Tobey died of a heart ailment 
(July 24, 1953). He was succeeded by 
Sen. John Bricker of Ohio. A few weeks 
later the new chairman received Fitz- 
gerald’s report. It was a blistering in- 
dictment of the AMA and its coercive 
and monopolistic activities in the field 
of cancer research and treatment. 


For example, it revealed that Dr. J. J. 
Moore, treasurer of the AMA, had offer- 
ed the discoverers of Krebiozen $114 
million for exclusive rights to the can- 
cer drug, on behalf of a leading phar- 
maceutical house. When he was turned 
down, the AMA began to denounce the 
drug as “worthless” and to lop off the 
professional heads of its backers — in- 
cluding Dr. Andrew C. Ivy, then vice- 
president of the University of Illinois 
and head of its medical school. 


The Fitzgerald report stated: 


“There is reason to believe that the 
AMA has been hasty, capricious, arbi- 
trary and outright dishonest, and of 
course if the doctrine of ‘respondeat 
superior’ is to be observed, the alleged 
machinations of Dr. J. J. Moore (for 
the past 10 years the treasurer of the 
AMA) could involve the AMA and oth- 
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ers in an interstate conspiracy of alarm- 
ing proportions ... 


“Behind and over all this is the 
weirdest conglomeration of corrupt mo- 
tives, intrigue, selfishness, jealousy, 
obstruction and conspiracy that I have 
ever seen.” 


The investigators spent considerable 
time studying the Hoxsey controversy. 
Subsequently, in a letter to Sen. Wil- 
liam E. Langer, Fitzgerald wrote: 


“From the evidence I have gathered, 
it appears that as early as 1924 the 
Hoxsey method of treating cancer was 
considered so effective by a former pre- 
sident of a medical association that he 
personally presented its sponsor with 
a written proposal which, among other 
things, provided for the relinquishment 
of valuable property rights in the Hox- 
sey method and medicines and formu- 
las to this same official. 


“The evidence indicates that when the 
proposition was spurned, Hoxsey was 
advised to sign and accept the proposal 
or face ruination. 


“Such tactics, if true, constitute 
blackmail of the rankest order and this 
evidence should be examined closely 
to ascertain its credibility.” 


He devoted eight pages of his report 
to cite specific instances of the AMA’s 
struggle to suppress the Hoxsey treat- 
ment. Speaking of Sen. Thomas’ fruit- 
less efforts to get the Surgeon General 
to undertake an investigation of our 
Clinic, he remarked: 


“No such investigation was made. In 
fact every effort was made to avoid and 
evade the investigation by the Surgeon 
General’s office.” 


Relating our bitter experiences with 
the cases we’d submitted to the Nation- 
al Cancer Institute, he declared: 


“The record in the Federal Court dis- 
closes that this agency of the Federal 
Government took sides and sought in 
every way to hinder, suppress and re- 
strict this institution in their treatment 
of cancer.” 


The report listed numerous other un- 
orthodox cancer treatments which had 
experienced similar obstruction by the 

MA. Summarizing the evidence, it 
pointed out the urgency of a full Con- 
gressional investigation: 


“If neither X-ray, radium or surgery 





is the complete answer to this dreadful 
disease, and I submit it is not, then 
what is the plain duty of society? 
Should we stand still? Should we sit 
idly by and count the number of phy- 
sicians, surgeons and _ cancerologists 
who are not only divided but who, be- 
cause of fear or favor, are forced to 
line up with the so-called accepted view 


of the AMA? 


“Or should this committee make a 
full-scale investigation of the organized 
effort to hinder, suppress and restrict 
the free flow of drugs which allegedly 
have proven successful in cases where 
clinical records, case histories, patho- 
logical reports and X-ray photographic 
proof, together with the allegedly 
cured patients, are available? 


“Accordingly, we should determine 
whether existing agencies, both public 
and private, are engaged and have pur- 
sued a policy of harassment, ridicule, 
slander and libelous attacks on others 
sincerely engaged in stamping out this 
curse of mankind. Have medical asso- 
ciations, through their officers, agents, 
servants and employes engaged in this 
practice? 


“My investigation to date should 
convince this committee that a conspir- 
acy does exist to stop the free flow and 
use of drugs in interstate commerce 
which allegedly have solid therapeutic 
value. Public and private funds have 
been thrown around like confetti at a 
country fair to close up and destroy 
clinics, hospitals and scientific research 
laboratories which do not conform to 
the viewpoint of medical associations. 


“How long will the American people 
take this? ...” 


Senator Bricker — a sturdy support- 
er of AMA policies in Congress — took 
one look at the scorching document, 
deposited it carefully in a fire-proof 
wastebasket and promptly put an end 
to the investigation. He refused to see 
Fitzgerald, although the investigator 
offered to fly to Ohio at his own expense 
for an interview. Instead his office ad- 
vised the former special counsel to “for- 
get” the whole thing; and above all, 
not to talk to the press! If he played 
ball, he would “be taken care of.” 


Fitzgerald, a conscientious and brash 
citizen, refused to play ball. He wrote 
the Senator a sharp letter in which he 
said he was “surprised and even shock- 
ed” at the runaround, sent copies of the

letter and report to every senator on 
the committee, managed to get the re- 
port read into the Congressional Re- 
cord. And there it lies buried. 


His job with the committee abruptly 
terminated, he went back to the Depart- 
ment of Justice, and suddenly discover- 
ed that he didn’t work there any longer. 
The AMA had put the finger on him, 
he was too “hot” to hold down another 
job in the Government. Now he is en- 
gaged in private practice in Washing- 
ton, getting “hotter” by the minute de- 
fending clients who are under attack 
by organized medicine. 


Bricker’s loyalty to the AMA was 
well-rewarded. He was guest speaker 
at the next AMA convention. And soon 
after that the Association conducted a 
vigorous campaign on behalf of the 
Bricker Amendment to limit the treaty- 
making powers of the President; every 
doctor in the country got a letter urg- 
ing him to support the Amendment, 
medical publications published ap- 
peals: “Support the Bricker Amend- 
ment!” 

This move was severely criticized by 
many staunch AMA members, who 
pointed out the obvious: that the 
Amendment had nothing to do with 
medical matters, and the Association 
had no right to throw its weight behind 
political measures outside the field of 
medicine. As the eminent Dr. Charles 
W. Mayo, former alternate U.S. dele- 
gate to the United Nations put it, this 
action “has the effect of abrogating the 
right of individual doctors to make up 
their own mind.” 


And that’s how the AMA prevented 
the Government from investigating the 
conspiracy against independent cancer 
research and treatment.

OREIGN MISSION 


MISSIONARY PROBLEMS IN THE MIDDLE EAST 








i HAS often happened during the 

course of Church history that prob- 
lems of a secular and political nature 
have retarded the progress of Christian 
missions. Conflicts, disturbing to nor- 
mal standards of witnessing for Christ 
have developed. The missionary task 
has been caught between powerful mill- 
stones. 


Losses are often retrieved. Perman- 
ent injuries are sometimes sustained. 
Common sense, sound judgment and 
guidance from above human levels (ac- 
cording to John 16:13) become basic 
requirements under such circumstances. 


Above all, the love-motive inherent 
in the missionary appeal must be pro- 
jected, to the point where emotional 
tensions become matters of secondary 
concern. The native whose social order 
may be confused, or in which changes 
are occurring, must be made conscious 
of Christ’s love implanted in the heart 
of the missionary. 


There is no argument against the love 
of God. No force can permanently stand 
in its way. “Love worketh no ill to his 
neighbor: therefore love is the fulfill- 
ing of the law.” Romans 13:10. “Love 
covereth all sin.” Proverbs 10:12. 
“Love never faileth.” I Corinthians 


13:8. 


The countries of the Middle East are 
today disturbed by the invasion of “ex- 
pansionist Zionism.” Arabs live im mor- 
tal fear of a future Jewish attack com- 
parable to that of 1948 which culmin- 
ated in theft, rape, arson, murder, mob 
violence ... and the expelling of more 
than a million residents of Palestine to 
the horrors of refugee life. 


Since Christian missionary programs 
originate for most part in the United 
States and Great Britain, and since these 
countries threw their influence on the 
side of the Jews, a barrier to missions

has developed. Surface dislocations, 
now apparent, result from disturbances 
at deep racial and political levels. The 
cause of Christian missions in the Mos- 
lem world is being subjected to great 
pressure. 


Displaced Arabs languishing in re- 
fugee camps, wish to return to their 
homes in Israel. Power politicians have 
turned a deaf ear to every such request 
made through United Nations appara- 
tus and in other ways. 


Until last year Israel maintained mil- 
itary strength superior to that of the 
eight Arab States combined. Up until 
that time, all efforts of Moscow to gain 
a foothold in the Middle East had fail- 
ed, due to the Moslem power. 


Leaders of Arab governments learn- 
ed through intelligence channels that 
Zionists were preparing to grab the 
land area from the Nile to the Euphra- 
tes. Spurned by the nations of the West, 
they accepted Russia’s offer to sell them 
arms. 


Communist infiltration at economic 
(not political or religious) levels, sud- 
denly became a reality. This has served 
to further confuse the missionary pat- 
tern. 


There were riots in Jordan last 
month, when Jordanians learned that a 
plan was on foot to eventually bring 
both their country and Israel into the 
Bagdad Pact. 


There were disorders in Amman, the 
capital city, Jerusalem, and other parts 
of the kingdom. A curfew had to be 
imposed even in quiet Bethlehem, the 
birthplace of the divine Saviour. 


The United States consulate in Jeru- 
salem was stormed. Windows were 
smashed and the American flag ripped 


down. Similar outbursts occurred at 
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French headquarters. Armored cars of 
Jordan’s Arab Legion were called out 
to restore order. 


These and other developments are 
having a depressing effect on the cause 
of Christian missions. Instinctively the 
Arab associates the labors of the mis. 
sionary with the political policies of 
the West, in his thinking. This ought 


not to be the case, but it is! 


Then too, some well-meaning but 
misguided missionaries have accepted 
and taught the Talmudic doctrine that 
Jews are especially “chosen” of God, 
and therefore above restraint. This is 
difficult for the Arab to grasp, con- 
sidering the crimes committed by these 
people at his very doorstep. 


The following report from Amman 
came over the wires of the Associated 
Press on January 13th: 


“Four Americans were brought here 
to safety today by Arab Legion troops 
after rioters had burned down two 
buildings of a Baptist mission hospital 
and looted others. None of the staff of 
the burned hospital was injured when 
the mob stormed the building at Ajlun 
yesterday. Lloyd Lovegreen, hospital 
director, was among those rescued. The 
hospital was stoned last Monday.” 


The Christian Leader (a Mennonite 
publication), of January 15, 1956 car- 
ried the following item: 


“Tensions and violence in Jordan 
have caused our relief workers to move 
from Jericho and Hebron to temporary 
quarters in Jerusalem. Our Mennonite 
Central Committee headquarters build- 
ing in Jericho was looted and the mater: 
ial aid warehouse burned. No workers, 
however, were injured. Many of their 
personal belongings have been destroy- 
ed or stolen. Value of the warehouse is 
estimated at $60,000. It appears thal 
the Christian motivation of our relief

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work in Jordan was misunderstood and 
attributed to a basic imperialistic mo- 
tive. Remember our workers in prayer 
as they serve in this center of uprisings 
and tensions.” 


x * * 
DDL EAST missions are in jeop- 
ardy. Some societies have discon- 
tinued. Others are in process of liqui- 


dation. Christ’s cause in that part of the 
world is standing at the crossroads. 


The missionary program, inaugur- 
ated by the Son of God, is bigger and 
has a greater outreach than any govern- 
ment or all governments combined. It 
transcends racial lines. 


Paul Rader used to say: “If you think 
the Gospel of Christ is only a white 
man’s Gospel, you’re color blind. It be- 
longs to all men everywhere and should 
never be circumscribed ‘or narrowed by 
humanly-invented machinery.” 


“Go ye into all the world, and preach 
the gospel to every creature,” said the 
Captain of the missionary hosts. “Go 
ye therefore, and teach all nations.” 


In his valuable treatise, “Missionary 
Principles and Practice,’ Dr. Harold 
Lindsell says: 


“From the beginning of his labors, 
the missionary must assume that his 
work is temporary. His biggest work is 
to make himself superfluous and to 
create a functioning church which does 
not require his presence, but which will 
operate well under the guidance of the 
nationals. 


“When he does this, the nationals 
will know that it is their church and 
what is more important still, the non- 
believing nationals will recognize too 
that it is not a ‘foreign’ creation but 
one which belongs to their soil and to 
their people even though they may not 
be a part of it. 


“In locating a place for the begin- 
ning of his work, he will bear in mind 
that it should be a center of education, 
a trade center, a center of communica- 
tion, and that it should show some 
promise of becoming a Christian center. 


“From the outset, church responsi- 
bilities should be thrust upon the be- 
lievers. From among themselves they 
should choose their own leaders.

Eisenhower and Zhukov 


F EVER a President of the United 

States was sold a bad bill of goods 
and made to appear an apprentice in 
the field of international diplomacy, it 
was Mr. Eisenhower at the so-called 
Summit Conference of Geneva. 


Newspaper editors dug into their 
“morgues” and took out photographs 
showing the President and Soviet 
Marshal Zhukov drinking liquor togeth- 
er at Frankfort, Germany in 1945. 


Moscow sent Zhukov to Geneva where 
he and the President were featured as 
“wartime buddies.” Mr. Eisenhower 
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permitted information to leak out that 
they had exchanged personal letters in 
the recent past. This fraternization was 
supposed to be a valuable contribution 
to the peace of the world. 


Many knew and voiced the opinion 
that the President was being taken for 
a ride. Smart Kremlin boys were feed- 
ing him taffy. They were making a slick 
maneuver to disarm enemies of Com. 
munism in the United States and West 
ern Europe. It was a clever operation 

. and it paid off! 


To convince Zhukov and other mem. 
bers of the Soviet delegation that his 
heart was in the right place during the 
months of preparation for the Geneva 
Conference, Mr. Eisenhower moved 
further and further to the left. 


He ordered the crucifixion of Sena. 
tor McCarthy and the destruction of 
McCarthyism. He publicly praised his 
“good friend,” leftist Moscow olla. 
borator Edward R. Murrow. He gave 
his blessing to subversive interests be- 
hind the New Jersey Senate candidacy 
of Clifford P. Case. Etc., etc. . 


Moscow had to be pacified. Zhukov 
et al needed to be given public assur- 
ances. When Geneva rolled around, So- 
viet delegates smiled sweetly (and 
knowingly), sat back quietly and let the 
President do the talking. He and Zhv- 
kov took nice strolls together. 


The men of the Kremlin watched the 
Western diplomats swallow the bait. 
Orders went out from most of the capi- 
tals of Europe, and Washington, to tone 
down Communist criticism. The one 
American delegate who kept his sanity 
and manifested suspicion was Secretary 
of State Dulles. 

Having accomplished their purpose, 
Zhukov and his gang soon turned sav- 
agely upon the President and left him 
holding the sack. Their Christmas blast 
against his person was particularly of- 
fensive. The “Geneva spirit of sweet- 
ness” vanished and the plan of inviting 
Zhukov to Washington was dropped. 


Addressing the 20th annual Commu: 
nist Party Congress in Moscow on Feb- 
ruary 18th, Zhukov shouted: 


“In the event of American aggres 
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sion, hydrogen bombs can in return 
fall on American cities, too. Nor will 
the American imperialists be able to 
hide from these bombs. They will not 
he able to hide their factories.” 


Three days later, Zhukov’s close as- 
sociate in the Soviet army, Marshal Sok- 
olovsky said in Pravda: “Russia is 
capable of dropping an atomic or hy- 
drogen bomb anywhere in the world.” 


Mr. Eisenhower’s experience shows 
the utter futility of trying to compro- 
mise with Communists. 


But despite the Geneva blunder, and 
the fact of giving heed to leftists sur- 
rounding him, he and his administra- 
tion is a thousand times better for the 
Country than the Roosevelt-Truman- 
Dean Acheson combination.

THE LORD’S SUPPER 
Luke Chapter 22 











ORY TEXT: “For as often as 

ye eat this bread, and drink this 

cup, ye do shew the Lord’s death till 
he come.” I Corinthians 11:26. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
es follows: 


A. Jesus arranges a final meal. Luke 22:7-13. 

B. Jesus explains the meaning of the meal. 
Lake 22 :16-22. 

C. Jesus faces a conspiracy. Luke 22:21-23. 

D. Jesus faces death. Luke 22:39-42. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “EAT.” 


The events recorded in today’s lesson 
climaxed a lengthy line of Old Testa- 
ment prophecy. No important detail of 
our Lord’s earth life was overlooked 
im the writings of the prophets. He ful- 
filled over 300 prophecies in 33 years. 
His death was not an afterthought with 
God or something improvised to meet 
an unexpected emergency. 


The vicarious atonement of Christ, 
which is the major subject before us, 
was conceived in the Infinite mind 
“from the foundation of the world.” 
(See Hebrews 9:26 & Revelation 13:8.) 
The final meal, Gethsemane and Cal- 
vary witnessed the materialization of 


that plan. 


Almost everyone meditates at some 
time or other, upon the thought of be- 
ing remembered after departing this 
life. Some are remembered for wealth 
produced, contributions to science or 
literature, laurels won on fields of bat- 
tle, beneficent service rendered human- 
ity or some other reason. But Jesus 


wished to be remembered for His death. 


“Do this,” said He, “in remembrance 
of me.” 


The word “eat” is pivotal in the pas- 
sage, because the very life, substance 
and nature of the Christ (symbolized 
by the elements) would henceforth be 
assimilated by those who acknowledged 
Him as Lord and Saviour. 


(2) THE KEY VERSES ARE LUKE 
22:19-20. 


“And he took bread, and gave thanks, 








and brake it, and gave unto them, say- 
ing, This is my body which is given for 
ou: this do in remembrance of me. 
ikewise also the cup after supper, say- 
ing, This cup is the new testament in 
my blood, which is shed for you.” 


Someone has said: “Judas was the 
worst of men because he was false to 
the best of men.” Jesus could not make 
known the location of the upper room 
in advance because Judas would have 
given the information to the Jews. 
Hence the pitcher of water incident. 
(Luke 22:10-13) 


“The order for the meal was given 
the day before the Passover actually 
began. So the Last Supper of Jesus 
was NOT held at exactly the same time 
and hour as the old Passover. It was 
NOT a substitution for the pascal meal, 
but a meal of fellowship given as a 
farewell supper to His disciples — giv- 
en on Thursday evening because Jesus 
was certain that the authorities would 
try to arrest Him before the Passover 
began on Friday evening.” —Tarbell’s 
Guide. 


Different branches of the Christian 
Church have placed different interpre- 
tations on the key verses quoted above, 
but there is agreement that Christ was 
foretelling His atonement and explain- 
ing its meaning. 

He was not saying that members of 
the future Church would be cannibals! 
He was, rather, using material sub- 
stances (bread and wine) to establish 
the doctrine later stated by Paul, 
“Christ in you the hope of glory.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: THE COM- 
MUNION TABLE HELPS MOLD THE 
CHARACTER OF THE CHRISTIAN. 


No human being can engage in this 
holy ritual, motivated by a sincere 
heart, without becoming more Christ- 


like. 
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When Leonardo da Vinci was work. 
ing on his immortal painting, “The 
Last Supper,” he had a fierce quarrel 
with a man, and swore to take vengeance 
on him. He was in this mood of rev 
when he painted the face of Judas into 
his canvas — and a better picture of 
the traitor has never been painted. All 
the venom and sly treachery of the be 
trayer is there. 


But when da Vinci came to paint the 
face of Jesus Christ, he found that 
something serious was the matter with 
him. He could not get it right. The ex. 
pression he wanted just would not 
come. Finally, the artist decided that 
there was something wrong with his 
heart, instead of his hand. So he went 
to the man he hated, straightened out 
matters and sought forgiveness. He re- 
turned to his studio and painted the 
perfect expression on the face of Jesus 
Christ. We should come to the Lord’s 
Supper like that!

THE SUFFERING SAVIOUR 
Luke Chapter 23 











EMORY TEXT: “He was wounded 

for our transgressions, he was 
bruised for our iniquities: the chastise- 
ment of our peace was upon him; and 
with his stripes we are healed.” Isaiah 
53:5. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson 's 
as follows: 

A. The trial of Christ. Luke 23 :6-12. 

B. The defense of Christ. Luke 23:4.

D. The power of Christ. Luke 23 :42-43. 


(1) THE KEY WORDS OF THE 
LESSON ARE “NO FAULT.” 


The trial of Christ was a travesty 02 
justice, instigated by liars who sti 
up mobs and pressured government of- 
ficials through the repetition of veno 
mous falsehoods. They lied in saying 
that Christ was organizing a rebellion 
against Caesar. (Luke 23:1-5) 


Motivated by the Talmud (which re 
mains to this day the cohesive force of 


Jewry), the ruling clique of the Jews: 


first accused the divine Saviour of blae 
phemy. This involved a religious issue 
outside the orbit of Roman authority. 
In order to establish jurisdiction ™ 
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Pilate’s court, they changed the charge 
to sedition. 


Jesus was actually tried six times in 
twelve hours — before Annas, Caia- 
has, the Sanhedrin, Pilate, Herod and 
fore Pilate the second time. 


The ordeal started about midnight 
when Jewish temple soldiers, not the 
Roman militia, arrested Him in the 
Garden of Gethsemane following a 
lengthy season of prayer. 


Dr. Winrod shows in his book, “The 
Conflict of the Christ,” that there are 
20 reversible errors in the record of the 
trial — making it the most horrible 
miscarriage of justice in the annals of 
legal procedure. The Roman court pro- 
nounced Him innocent (“no fault”), 
but the Jews were able to render the 
verdict null and void. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS LUKE 23:42. 


“And he said unto Jesus, Lord, re- 
member me when thou comest into thy 


kingdom.” 


The penitent thief showed a knowl- 
edge of Christ’s true mission in the 
world, namely, to establish an eternal 
kingdom above and beyond material 
levels. One wonders if perhaps he may 
have heard the Master preach on some 
previous occasion. 


The primary purpose of the coming 
of Christ to this planet was to inaugur- 
ate a spiritual kingdom, through which 
souls would be prepared for eternity. 
He said: “My kingdom is not of this 
world”... “The kingdom of God com- 
eth not with observation.” 


Somehow the thief was conversant 
with this stupendous fact. Kingdom 
concern resulted in his redemption. 
Charles H. Spurgeon said: “For him 
to commit his everlasting destiny into 
the hands of the One who was, to all 
appearances, unable even to preserve 
His own life, was a notable achievement 


of faith.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: JESUS DIED 
TO SAVE SINNERS. 


“My God, my God, why hast thou 


forsaken me?” 


What is the meaning of this cry from 
the Cross? Why was our Lord separat- 
ed from His Father? 


We read in the Scriptures that the 
eye of God is so holy that He cannot 
look upon sin. That day, on the Cross, 
Jesus Christ became the sinner’s substi- 
tute and vicarious Sufferer. He was 
judged in our stead. He knew no sin 
but He became sin. He was smitten 
with the leprosy of sin for us. 





The sins of the world were piled 
mountain high on His shoulders, figur- 
atively speaking. The eye of God is so 
holy that He cannot look upon sin. He 
therefore withdrew. And Jesus went 
through the ordeal alone, all alone. 


How are sinners saved? By some- 
thing they do? No. They are saved by 
something they accept that has already 
been done for them. Said the Christ as 
He hung on the tree, “It is finished.” 
We are saved by a finished work. 


Why did Christ die? The liberal the- 
ologian finds in the tragedy of Gol- 
gotha only a martyr dying for an ideal. 
But the evangelical believer, having 
passed from death unto life, banks his 
eternal destiny on I Corinthians 15:3, 
“Christ died for our sins according to 
the scriptures.”

(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES. 
SON IS “RISEN.” ; 


Luke devoted the last chapter of his 
book to an account of the resurrection 
and ascension of our Lord. The narra- 
tive starts at the tomb and ends on the 
Mount of Olives. According to Acts 1:3 
forty days elapsed between the two 
events. Four of the ten Epiphanies are 
recorded. 


One of these occurred on the road to 
the village of Emmaus, located approx- 
imately eight miles from Jerusalem. 
The story of what took place has been 
called, “the most exquisite passage in 
all literature.” 


Two disciples were walking along 
the road, nursing heavy hearts because 
the cause to which they had dedicated 
their lives seemed completely lost. Their 
Master had died on a Cross. The name 
of one was Cleopas. The other is un- 
known. They were not of the Twelve, 
but occupied obscure positions among 
Christ’s followers. Yet He chose them. 


Now there are three! Reaching Em- 
maus, the eyes of Cleopas and his 
friend were opened. “And he vanished 
out of their sight.” The two returned 
to Jerusalem, “Saying, The Lord is 
risen indeed.” 


They did not sit down and bask in 
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their glory and reputation. They did 
not turn their house into a shrine and 
boast that Jesus had stopped there. They 
got busy. They went to work. They 
started at once to make the message 
known. So it must be with us! 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS LUKE 24:2. 


“And they found the stone rolled 
away from the sepulchre.” 


At sunrise on the morning of what we 
now call Easter Sunday, certain wom- 
en, distraught with grief, went to the 
sepulchre to find an angel in the place 
where Jesus had lain. His first appear- 
ance was to Mary Magdalene. 


The crown of first distinction was 
placed upon personal salvation. Mark 
says: “Now when Jesus was risen early 
the first day of the week, he appeared 
first to Mary Magdalene, out of whom 
he had cast seven devils. And she went 
and told them that she had been with 
him, as they mourned and wept. And 
they, when they had heard that he was 
alive, and had been seen of her, believ- 
ed not.” 

The news that Mary received travel- 
led fast and far. The glorious fact of a 
conqueror more mighty than death was 
that morning proclaimed to the world, 
and no sophistry has ever been able to 
explain it away. This was the greatest 
event in history. It was accomplished 
in silence. It was the mightiest conquest 
the world has ever known. The Redeem- 
er overcame the most dreaded of all 


foes by breaking the bonds of death. 


It is significant that our Lord should 
have made His first claim to deity in 
the presence of a woman at the Sychar 
well (John 4:26), and His first appear- 
ance after the resurrection to Mary. 
Someone has said: “Women were last 
at the cross and first at the sepulchre.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: CHRIST IS 
THE CHRISTIAN’S PATTERN. 


“But now is Christ risen from the 
dead, and become the firstfruits of them 
that slept.” 


The firstfruits, the sample, the ex- 
ample, the pattern for all to whom His 
resurrection life is imparted. If Chris- 
tians wish to know how their resur- 
rection bodies will be fashioned, they 
need only to study His body — immune 
to pain, suffering, sorrow, tears, disease 
and death. “We shall be like him; for 
we shall see him as he is.” (I John 3:2) 
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“He was parted from them, and car- 
ried up into heaven.” Artists have paint- 
ed it; authors have explained it. Poets 
and hymn writers have sung about it. 
They have different ideas about it. The 
fact remains: Christ in the flesh left this 
earth, and in the body was parted from 
us. 

“.. There were obvious indications 
that He belonged no more to this lower 
world. There was a new reserve about 
His risen humanity. He forbade Mary 
to touch Him when she would have kiss- 
ed His feet. He appeared in the midst 
of His own with mysterious suddenness, 
and just as suddenly vanished out of 
sight. At length, at the end of forty 
days, when the purpose for which He 
had lingered on earth was fully accom- 
plished and the apostles were ready in 
the power of their new joy, to bear to 
all nations the tidings of His life and 
work, His glorified humanity was re- 
ceived up into that world to which it 
rightfully belonged.” — James Stalker.

Acts Chapter 1 & 2 











EMORY TEXT: “Ye shall receive 
power, after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you: and ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto me both in Jerusalem, and 
in all Judaea, and in Samaria, and un- 
to the uttermost part of the earth.” Acts 
1:8. 
The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows: 


A. The promise of power. Acts 1:1-8. 

B. The preparation for receiving power. Acts

D. The first use of the power. Acts 2:5-41. 
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(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES. 
SON IS “POWER.” 


“Ye shall receive power.” This prom. 
ise, given by Christ to His disciples and 
all others who would follow in the 
Christian train, anticipated help from 
supernatural levels. Power would be 
released for a purpose, namely witness. 
ing. “Ye shall be witnesses unto me.” 


Huge dams are built in connection 
with hydroelectric projects to harness 
the power of mighty rivers. Power pro. 
duced in nature must be connected to 
become useful. The same is true of spir. 
itual power., It must have a medium 
through which to manifest. 


Witnesses are necessary. 


The power behind the Christian 
movement is not for petty purposes. Its 
scope is world-wide, reaching “to the 
uttermost part of the earth.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS ACTS 2:1. 


“And when the day of Pentecost was 
fully come, they were all with one ac- 
cord in one place.” 


Jesus had sought to prepare the 
minds and hearts of -His disciples for 
the coming of the Holy Spirit. “And I 
will pray the Father, and he shall give 
you another Comforter.” (John 14:16) 
“Howbeit when he, the Spirit of truth, 
is come ...” (John 16:13) These an- 
nouncements are spoken of as “the 
promise of the Father” in Acts 1:4. 


There was a spirit of unity among 
the 120, complete harmony. They were 
“with one accord.” No bickering, fric- 
tion, backbiting, faultfinding. Other- 
wise they could not have become chan- 
nels of spiritual power. 


“And suddenly there came a sound 
from heaven as of a rushing mighty 


wind, and it filled all the house where - 


they were sitting.” Those present were 
baptized by, immersed in, the Holy 
Spirit. 


Pentecost was of transcendant im- 
portance, because Jesus pointed to it 
as a time and place when the direction 
of His movement would be turned over 
to the Third Person of the Trinity. Spir- 
it-guided witnesses would step forward. 
“Tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem, un 
til ye be endued with power from on 
high.” (Luke 24:49) 
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“The sudden coming of the Spirit 
was manifested by an audible and a 
visible sign. The sound which the dis- 
ciples heard was like that produced by 
the blowing of a strong wind through 
an open room, and they heard it as 
though ‘it filled all the house.’ They 
saw what appeared to be individual 
tongues ‘like as of fire,’ separating from 
a common larger flame, and coming to 
rest ‘upon each one of them.’ At the 
same time, inwardly they were all 
‘filled’ with the Holy Spirit. Immediate- 
ly, they began speaking about ‘the won- 
derful works of God’ (Acts 2:11) in 
languages other than the Aramaic 
which they naturally spoke.” —Broad- 


man Comments. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: CHRISTIAN- 
ITY IS SUPERNATURALISM. 


The Church, of supernatural origin, 
is on the earth to do a supernatural 
work. It was never intended to compete 
with humanitarian organizations. Its 
mission in the world is different. 


The Dome of the Rock on which the 
Temple stood was large enough to ac- 
commodate a vast multitude of people, 





numbering into the thousands. (There 
was ample room, for instance, for Peter 
to separate his 3,000 converts into one 
part or corner of the premises.) 


We read that “the multitudes came 
together,” undoubtedly from hearing 
the “sound as of a rushing mighty 
wind,” coupled with reports given by 
the 120 disciples. Peter delivered the 


Pentecostal oration. 


Church historians tell us that 16 na- 
tions were represented. Visitors were 
amazed and bewildered to hear messag- 
es in their native tongues. They asked 
one another: “What meaneth this?” 
Some said: “These men are full of new 


wine.” 


Peter stood forth, explained what was 
happening and delivered the first Gos- 
pel sermon of the Church. He thereby 
put the promised power to use. 


The Greek term behind the English 
“power” is dunamis, and compares 
favorably with the modern word “dy- 
namite.” The Pentecostal explosion pro- 
duced repercussions recorded down 
across the centuries of Church history 
to the present hour. 
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“DROVE all things,” said Paul. 
Church fathers say the underlying 
thought of this quotation is that of a 
money-changer testing coins. Prove the 
coins that pass in the name of Christian- 
ity. Test the message of the preacher. 


The man who stands behind the pul- 
pit desk may be ever so brilliant. He 
may be polished, eloquent and scholar- 
ly. He may be a good mixer and a force- 
ful speaker. But if he is negative on the 
fundamentals of historical and evangel- 
ical Christianity, if he questions the 
deity of Christ, he is a dealer in false 
coins. He is an enemy of the Gospel. 


Christians need these days to distin- 
guish between the true and the false, 
between the real, and the counterfeit. 
All sorts of coins bearing the image and 
superscription of Christianity are today 
In circulation. Some are underweight. 
Some are defective. Some are mutilated. 
Some are defaced. Some have had part 


of their gold removed. Some have been 
melted down and reminted with false 
substances added. 


Modernism is the false coin of the 
Christian religion. 


On the other hand vital Christianity 
centers in the person of Jesus Christ. 
The true believer accepts without ques- 
tion the fact of His virgin birth, His 
deity and His position in the Godhead. 
In the language of Paul, “We preach 
Christ.” 


Charles Lamb was a famous English 
man of letters, literary genius and a 
noted critic. One day discussing some 
of the great characters of history with 
a group of friends, he said these words: 
“If Shakespeare were to come into this 
room I should rise up to do him honor, 
but if Jesus Christ were to come into 
this room I should fall on my face at 
His feet and worship Him.” 
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Most Christians are living beneath 
their privileges. When a sinner ac- 
cepts Christ as his Saviour, he 
comes into possession of “God 
Power” — an undreamed of miracu- 
lous power that comes into mani- 
festation through the avenue of faith. 
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
